Minister's Message 


lt is my great pleasure to present the Northern Transportation 
Construction Program for 1989-90. The budget of the Ministry of 
Northern Development and Mines for this Program has increased by 
more than 13% from 1988-89 to $110,500,000.00. This represents 
almost a 58% increase in expenditures since 1986-87 and reflects 
the Province's continuing commitment to providing an improved 
transportation system in the North. 


The projects included in this publication are new work to begin this 
fiscal year and carry-over work that was awarded previously and will 
continue in 1989/90. | would like to point out some of the highlights 
of this year's program.

Minister of Northern Development Construction of the bypasses of Parry Sound and Kenora respec- 


tively will proceed in 1989. In addition, construction of Bending Lake 
Road, between Secondary Highway 622 north of Atikokan and 
Highway 17 west of Ignace, will continue and will open this fall. There 
are a total of 60 projects either to be awarded this year or continuing 
from last year. 


Such transportation initiatives undertaken through the Northern 
Transportation Program will continue to support regional economic 
and social development in and for Northern Ontario. Tourism will be 
actively promoted by improving services to tourist areas and access 
points, rest areas and scenic stops. Resource development will be 
encouraged by providing road access to resources. Remote com- 
munity isolation will be reduced through the ongoing construction of 
Remote Airports. 


The highway projects being implemented this year will ensure the 
structural integrity and operational safety of the existing highway 
system for the safe, effective and efficient movement of people and 
goods in Northern Ontario.

Introduction 
The Northern Transportation Program 


Through the Northern Transportation Program 
Capital investments are funded for resource access 
roads, remote community airports and provincial high- 
way improvements in Northern Ontario. 


Resource access roads are generally devel- 
oped in concert with private industry to encourage the 
efficient utilization of natural resources and their asso- 
ciated processing plants. 


Year-round air access to isolated northern 
communities is essential to the social well-being and 
stable community life. The investment in remote air- 
ports aids measureably to these objectives. 


The expansion and continual rehabilitation of 
highways throughout Northern Ontario are funded 
directly by the Northern Transportation Program. These 
highway investments ensure that continued integrity 
and safety are sustained along with strong support for 
economic growth in our northern regions. 


The Highway System 


Ontario enjoys one of the best highway systems 
in the world. It is an extensive network of highways 
consisting of 21,540 km throughout the province.

While extensive as a highway system, it is not 
without its difficulties. In the past, Ontario's highways 
have been in reasonably good condition - however 
deterioration is now evident across the system. It is 
anticipated that the new initiatives to increase highway 
investments will favourably alter the past trends as 
noted in Figure A. 


The majority of the roads in Northern Ontario 
are two-lane facilities, although there are multi-lane 
highways in and around large urban centres.

Since 1970, the increase in travel on highways 
measured in million vehicle - kilometres of travel, has 
grown by a remarkable 5% per annum. This clearly 
indicates the influence and importance of road trans- 
portation on the social and economic well-being of the 
Province. 


Program Details 


The projects listed in this book are either new 
projects for this fiscal year or carryover projects from 
previous years. The Ministry intends to award 32 new 
contracts this year in addition to the 23 carryover 
contracts awarded previously. 


The capital construction plan for 1989/90 em- 
bodies a multitude of projects that have been selected 
after being subjected to a priority and cost effective 
analysis to ensure the best value for money spent. 


The Ministry of Northern Development and Mines 
establishes the priorities and provides the capital

funding for these projects. The Ministry of Transporta- 
tion is responsible for the design and construction, as 
well as funding road maintenance and related facilities 
construction. 


In undertaking the capital and construction 
projects proposed for 1989/90, the Ministry expects to 
derive the following accomplishments on the highway 
system in the north :

There are a number of miscellaneous projects 
also anticipated but these have not been included in 
these totals. 


The proposed expenditures on the capital con- 
struction projects for 1989/90 will have a positive effect 
on Ontario's economy. Investments in the highway 
construction industry help to create income, employ- 
ment and production. They also generate various tax 
revenues. 


The total Ministry of Northern Development and 
Mines capital construction investment of $106.2 mil- 
lion will generate 3,900 person years of work and in- 
crease the Gross Provincial Product (GPP) in Ontario 
by $140.0 million. As a result of increases to personal 
and business incomes and increases in gross product 
sales, the Provincial government will also collect an 
estimated $11.8 million in taxes, or 11.1% of the initial 
cost of the projects. The total taxes paid to Municipal, 
Provincial and Federal governments are estimated at 
$35.2 million from this capital investment.

Increased funding over the last several years 
has had a positive effect on the transportation system 
in the north. 


For Northern Highways Capital and Construc- 
tion, the expenditure has grown by 26% since 1987. 
The total allocation for 1989/90 is $99.8 million. Carry- 
over Capital construction projects and new capital con- 
struction projects are expected to generate expendi- 
tures of $37.8 million and $51.6 million respectively 
and miscellaneous type projects are expected to pro- 
duce an additional $6.0 million. Included in these totals 
is $23.8 million in Ontario Transportation Investment 
Initiative and Supplementary Funding, and $6.7 mil- 
lioninthe Transportation Capital Program announced 
in the 1989 Ontario Budget. 


Northern Priority Roads funding permits accel- 
eration of work on minor Secondary Highways to 
support access and resource road construction.

The remote airport program supports all season 
access to isolated Northern Ontario communities, by 
funding the construction of new airports. In addition, 
the Ministry of Transportation provides $1.9 million for 
the ongoing rehabilitation of existing airports. 


Further details on the 1989/90 estimated ex- 
penditures are contained in Table A. 


Another financial aspect concerning the Pro- 
gram is the way which contract tenders and expendi- 
tures are controlled. Allcontracting procedures, where 
the normal tendering process is applied, are controlled 
directly and centrally. In contrast, projects that are 
implemented by an MTO District or Regional office or 
a municipality ordeveloper etc are considered "miscel- 
laneous" projects. Further details and explanatory 
definitions for constructionterms are shownin Table B. 
Noteworthy is that these terms and their indicative 
procedures are used as the "type of work" references 
for projects listed for each District in the following 
sections.

CapitAL CONSTRUCTION PROJECT - a Capital improvement project, which is normally tendered as a construction 
contract. 


PRELIMINARY PROJECT Work - involves required activities for a contract prior to award.

i) capital improvement projects which, due to various circumstances, do not follow the normal contract 
process. 
ii) projects carried out by municipalities or others, in which the Ministry shares some expenditure. 
ili) special projects which are supplementary to normally contracted projects.

Minor Capitat Provect - capital improvement projects on Secondary Highways by direct utilization of local 
labour, equipment and materials. 


Faci.itieés PrRovects - include capital projects required in support of maintenance and regulatory activities (i.e. 
patrol yard sites and buildings, and truck inspection stations). These facilities are funded by the Ministry of Trans- 
portation. 
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Significant Initiatives 


These capital construction initiatives highlight 
the significant major highway projects in Northern 
Ontario. Listed as well, are those projects in the 
Remote Airport Construction Program administered 
through the Ministry of Transportation. 


These major highway projects, whencompleted, 
will provide for more efficient and effective use of the 
existing and proposed highway facilities and will lower 
the cost of transporting goods and services, thereby 
supporting municipal growth and development poten- 
tial throughout Northern Ontario. 


Construction of the remote airport facilities permit 
year-round air access to remote communities of North- 
ern Ontario that now rely on seasonal air service.

Major Projects - Northern Ontario 


Highway 17 New 


As a result of traffic congestion on the Trans- 
Canada Highway through Kenora, a bypass of the 
Kenora, Keewatin and Jaffray-Mellick areas is now 
under construction. The new route begins just west of 
Highway 71 and runs northerly to the Kenora Airport 
and then westerly, with intersections at Secondary 
Highways 659, 658 and 596, rejoining existing High- 
way 17 just west of Secondary Highway 641. The 
initial stage of construction will feature two lanes with 
full width paved shoulders, truck climbing lanes and 
several large structures. 


Construction of this new facility began in 1981, 
and as of 1988 the section from Highway 17, west of 
Keewatin, easterly to Secondary Highway 659 has 
been completed and is open to traffic. 
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Kenora Bypass 


As part of the Provincial Government’s commit- 
ment to the improvement of Northern Highways, addi- 
tional funding has been allocated to accelerate con- 
struction of this new link. As a result, the grading 
contract for the section from Secondary Highway 659 
easterly 6.2 km, was awarded in the fallof 1988. A final 
grading, drainage, granular base, paving and structure 
contract to link the remaining eastern 7.5 km section to 
Highway 17 is expected to be awarded this summer 
resulting in the completion of the entire bypass by the 
fall of 1990. Included within this project is the follow- 
up granular base and paving to the adjacent aforemen- 
tioned 1988 project, the final lift of asphalt over the 
previously opened section from 1.1 km east of the west 
junction of Highway 17 easterly 7.1 km, the ultimate 
intersection at the west junction of Highway 17 plus the 
inclusion of a passing lane.

Major Projects - Northern Ontario 


Bending Lake Road 


Bending Lake Road, when completed, will provide a 
new link from Secondary Highway 622 at Atikokan, north- 
erly to Highway 17, intersecting at a point between Ignace 
and Dryden. In addition to providing a new transportation 
facility between Highway 11 and Highway 17, the road also 
provides access to resources in this area. 


Work began in 1979 and since that time grading, 
drainage, granular base and the installation of guide rail 
has been completed from Highway 622 northerly for 77 km, 
including bridges at the Seine, Little Turtle and Turtle 
Rivers. Contracts for grading from Highway 17 southerly 
began in 1985 with 30.9 km now completed. 


As part of the Provincial Government’s commitment 
to improve Northern Highways, additional funding was al- 
located to accelerate this new link. This means that 
Bending Lake Road will now be completed one year earlier. 


Three contracts were awarded in 1988. One for 
grading, drainage and granular base from 30.9 km south of 
Highway 17 southerly for 11.7 km, one for the provision of 
a granular base and hard top surface on the northern 42.6 
km and one for the provision of a hard top surface on the 
southern 72.9 km. 


It is expected that this entire link will be completed and 
opened to traffic by this fall and will be designated as 
Secondary Highway 622. 
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Facilities - Northern Ontario 


Passing Lanes 


The construction of passing lanes and truck 
climbing lanes has proven to be acost effective means 
of providing safe opportunities to pass slower moving 
vehicles and maintaining the operational flow of traffic. 
A review of traffic operations where passing lanes 
have been constructed, indicates that they function in 
a very satisfactory manner and public reaction has 
been favourable, especially on the Trans-Canada 
Highway in Northern Ontario. 


It is intended to continue with the construction 
of passing lanes in areas where the present criteria 
and experience indicate they will be effective. Six 
passing lanes are planned for award during the 1989 
fiscal year in Northern Ontario worth $2.4 million. Two 
passing lanes are expected to be completed and 
utilized for improved traffic flow during 1989. 


A total of 165 passing lanes have been constructed 
in Northern Ontario since 1975.

Facilities - Northern Ontario 


Remote Airport Construction 


The Remote Airport Construction Program con- 
sists of the development of a system of public airports 
at remote communities of Northern Ontario. The 
improvement in the air transportation system in this 
part of the Province is particularly important inasmuch 
as these settlements are not accessible by all-season 
roads. Most building materials, food, mail, fuel and 
other supplies are delivered by air. While many of 
these shipments couldbe made by float or ski equipped 
aircraft, land-based aircraft offer many advantages in 
payload, fuel efficiency and in continuity of service 
uninterrupted by seasonal freeze-ups and break-ups.

MANITOBA 


The Program began in 1968 with two existing 
airports and continued with additional ones on a prior- 
ity basis. Since 1968, 21 new airports have been 
constructed, averaging one airport per year. 


Major work on new airports at Muskrat Dam, 
Kingfisher Lake, Ogoki Post and Peawanuck were es- 
sentially completed in 1988 and with some minor 
clean-up work these airports will be officially opened in 
1989. 


The new airport construction at Wapekeka and 
Wunnummin Lake will continue in 1989.

Overview 


Northern Region comprises five Ministry of Transportation Districts- 
Huntsville, North Bay, New Liskeard, Cochrane and Sudbury. The MND&M 
Regional office is located in Sault Ste. Marie, andthe MTO Regional Office 
is in North Bay. 


This year, the boundary separating Northern and Southern Ontario 
was relocated south from the French River to include the Districts of Parry 
Sound and Nipissing. This revision brought an additional 856 kilometres of 
highways within Northern Ontario. Consequently, Northern Region now 
has 4,844 kilometres of highways. Ofthis total, 2,725 kilometres are King's 
Highways and 2,119 kilometres are Secondary and Tertiary Highways. 


The 1989/90 highway construction program in Northern Region 
consists of eighteen projects to be awarded this year and nine projects that 
will be carried over from previous years. 


The 1989/90 capital construction investment of $44.5 million in 
Northern Region will generate 1,700 person-years of work and increase 
the Gross Provincial Product in Ontario by $59.6 million. As a result of 
increases in gross product sales, the Provincial Government will also 
collect an estimated $5.0 million in taxes. The total taxes paid to Municipal, 
Provincial and Federal Governments are estimated at $15.0 million from 
this capital investment.
